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Appointment viewed ‘as interim job’ 

Banks nominated to Road Commission 


Saying that she was flattered and 
pleased with the appointment, 
Mary Ann Banks, Romulus’ Mayor 
Pro Tern, was nominated by Wayne 
County’s first chief executive, Wil- 
liam Lucas, to the Wayne County 
Road Commission. 

Mrs. Banks was one of three 
candidates — the other two are W. 
Curt Boiler, Brownstown Township 
supervisor, and Dr. Janice Frazier, 
president of a Detroit management 


consultant firm and a member of 
Lucas’ transition team — named to 
replace the existing three members 
of the WCRC. 

However, whether Mrs. Banks or 
the other two appointees ever take 
office will depend upon court ac- 
tion. 

Lucas, who has the power under 
the new r county charter, is being 
challenged by the present members 
of the WCRC in court. The present 


members are arguing, through 
their attorney, that Lucas doesn’t 
have the power to fire them They 
say they have the right to finish out 
their terms of office 
A court hearing has been sche- 
duled for Friday to air the com- 
plaints. In the meantime, an injunc- 
tion has been signed by Judge Tho- 
mas Roumell, ordering Lucas not to 
dismiss the road commissioners be- 
fore the hearing. 


“I was very pleased and very flat- 
tered that I was asked to serve on 
the commission.” Mrs. Banks said. 
She was present at an early morn- 
ing breakfast last Saturday when 
Lucas was sworn it as the county’s 
first executive. Later. Lucas made 
the appointments. 

“I have known Bill Lucas for 
several years and I respect him for 
what he has accomplished in the 
past and what he will do for this 


county in the future,” Mrs. Banks 
continued ‘in the past, when he 
served as sheriff of Wayne County 
he treated Romulus fairly. I have 
always respected his judgment.” 

Asked whether she would resign 
her seat on City Council or if she 
viewed the $10,000 per year WCRC 
position as a “conflict of interest” 
with her present position. Mrs. 
Banks replied : “I don’t see any con-

First Step going 
in right direction 

In July of 1982, Romulus 
made an “investment” of 
$600 in First Step, a Western 
Wayne County project on 
domestic assault. How is that 
“investment” going? 

In a note to city council last 
week. Deborah Benjamin, 
director of the project, said 
that First Step continues to 
assist persons in provinding 
emergency crisis interven- 
tion, counseling, legal and 
financial assistance, and 
transportation. 

“Recently we have been 
continuing to seek out ways to 
promote and reduce the inci- 
dence of domestic violence,” 
Ms. Benjamin noted. 

In 1981, First Step assisted 
35 different families from the 
city of Romulus. Through 
September of 1982, 29 diffe- 
rent families have been 
helped. “Due to high unem- 
ployment the number of fami- 
lies served is expected to be 
higher than the previous 
year.”

City to update 
laws, ordinances 


Romulus is in the process of up- 
dating and compiling into one 
volume the laws and ordinances of 
the city. 

The tedious job, assigned to the 
City Clerk’s staff, will be accom- 
plished with the outside help of a 
firm headed by Louis C. Andrews. 
The final draft will need final 
approval from council. 

The “codification of ordinances” 
has come under close scrutiny of 
members of council, some of whom 
are concerned the ordinances may 
be inadvertently changed or re- 
vised while in the process of revi- 
sion and consolidation. 

“I wish to review the proposed 
codification,” councilman Jimmie 
Raspberry informed his col- 
leagues, “And what changes and 


amendments are made before ac- 
tion is taken. I would not like us to 
change any intent of any ordinance 
inadvertently by switching words 
around.” 

Raspberry pointed out that his 
concern is that the intent of pre- 
vious councils as well as the present 
are kept intact. “In other words, 
one word changed can change the 
entire meaning of an ordinance or 
law.” 

On Jan. 19, 1982, by the direction 
of council, the mayor and the clerk 
were authorized to enter into an 
agreement with Andrews for the 
purpose of codification of the city 
ordinances. 

“After a lot of work on both the 
city and Mr. Andrews’ part.” noted 
a statement from Raymond Can-

trell, the city clerk, “the final rough 
draft of the codification is ready for 
council approval. We have received 
from Mr. Andrews and have for 
your (council) review in the clerk’s 
office copies of this rough draft. ”

Romulus Councilman Barry 
Baumann has extended, and Mayor 
Edward McNamara has accepted, 
an invitation to present the Jobs 
Training Act (JOBTA) to the city 
council.

“The purpose of my visit,”

If under CETA the prime sponsor 
status was given to those communi-

Park and Hamtramck along with 
the Pointes in hoping to become a 
service area, while the Downriver 
Community Conference hopes to 
represent 16 communities in the 
county including Romulus, Van 
Buren.

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Police busy over holidays 

New Year brings 
death to local 
teen hitchhiker 

A rash of incidents including the city’s first auto fatality of the New Year 
kept Romulus police busy during the holidays. 

The city recorded its first fatal accident at 1 : 30 a .m . on Sat J an 1 when a 
teen-age youth who reportedly had been drinking stepped in front of a car 
and was killed at Eureka and Merriman Rds. 

The youth, Stephen Sizemore, 18, of Romulus, was one of three hitch 
hikers early Saturday morning who had left a party, police said For no 
apparent reason, Sizemore suddenly stepped out in front of a vehicle 
driven by Thomas Kanalas, 20, of Southgate, police said 
Kanalas told police, and witnesses verified the story, that the victim 
appeared in front of the vehicle before he had an opportunity to stop 
Sizemore was conveyed to Wayne County General Hospital and pro- 
nounced dead on arrival. 

“The story we received,” said Det. David Early, “is that the three 
youths, including the victim, had been hitchhiking home from a New 
Year’s Eve party. The victim stepped in front of the vehicle Witnesses told 
us that there was no way the driver could have avoided the accident 
No charges are pending. 

Last year six persons lost their lives due to auto accidents on Romulus 
roads. 

In the meantime, A Romulus woman will face manslaughter charges in 
the death last week of a Dearborn man who was killed, police said, when 
the defendant drove “almost head-on” into the victim’s vehicle 
The Wayne County Prosecutor's Office has issued a warrant charging 
Fern Patterson with manslaughter with a motor vehicle. Mrs. Patterson 
will be arraigned on the charge later this week 
According to Romulus police, the defendant was eastbound on Ecorse 
Rd. when she attempted to execute a left turn and manuevered into the 
path of David Sledz, 30, of Dearborn. Sledz was traveling westbound on 
Ecorse when the fatal accident occurred. 

In an unrelated case, Romulus police are also seeking an armed robber 
who held up a gas station employee at 7084 Wayne Rd on Dec. 28 around 6 
p m. and escaped with an undetermined amount of cash. 

According to the employee, the robber, a 5-10, 150 pound man who is in 
his early 20’s, came into the statuon on the pretense of purchasing 
cigarettes. The man held his hand in his jacket pocket and ordered the 
employee to “hand over all the money.” 

However, the employee responded in disbelief and replied: Show me 
what you got.” 

The robber then produced a handgun , convincing the victim . who surrcn 
dered the money in the till. The gunman escaped on foot. 

However, in a separate incident a would-be robber raced out of a ga^ 
station when the employee pressed the burglar alarm, foiling the robbery 
attempt

The new county charter stipu- 
lates that the three-member Wayne 
County Road Commission will be 
appointed by the county executive 
to serve for four years. The present 
members of the board are arguing 
that they can’t be replaced until the 
end of their six-year terms.

>een adopted since January, 1982 
ind all amendments to specific 
irdinances in the final draft. 

“It has been reviewed and final- 
zed by the. administration and the 
:ity attorney. The last phase before 
sending it to the printer and comple- 
:ion of the codification is that an 


ordinance be adopted for the print- 
ing of said codification,” the report 
stated. 

Cantrell stressed later that the 
city needs an orderly and systema- 
tic method of compiling its ordi- 
nances and having them handy for 
those who need to utilize them. 

"The codification will bring us up 


to date,” Cantrell added. “It will 
give us an effective means of know- 
ing where to find what ordinance 
and law — it is a valuable library of 
laws for our city.” 

Councilman Pete Bergeron 
agreed and asked for a resolution 
for the first reading. It was shelved 


until all the councilmen were able to 
review the draft. 

Councilman John Lewkowicz 
agreed that "codification would 
serve the city and its residents well, 
but my concern is that we do not 
change the intent of the laws that 
have been passed and the cost of 
printing not be exhorbitant." 


A rabbit hunter on Sunday found 
the badly decomposed body of an 
apparently murdered Inkster man 
in a field off Haggerty Road near 
the Contrail railroad tracks in 
Canton. 

The body has been identified as 
that of James Earl Belcher, 31 . who 
was reported missing July 4. Police 
said he was killed by a gunshot to 
the head. 

Canton police admit they are baf- 
fled by the case. 

"We don’t know if he was killed 
there or slain elsewhere and taken 
to the site,” said Lt. Larry Stewart 
of the Canton Police Department 
detective bureau. 

"The man was unemployed, and 
there’s no question he didn't have 
any money. That makes robbery an 
unlikely motive." 

Although Belcher appears to 
have been the victim of an 'execu- 
tion-type" slaying, police do not be- 
lieve the murder was drug-related. 

"As far as we know at this time, 
he was not into dealing drugs, and 
he was not a user of hard drugs,” 
Stewart said. 

To the knowledge of police, Bel- 
cher was not involved in any other 
criminal activity, he added. The 
murdered man’s police record lists 
only several minor infractions as a 
teen-ager and young adult. 

In addition. Stewart said, police 
are not aware of any animosity to- 
ward Belcher by any of his ac- 
quaintances. 

Because the body was so badly 
decomposed, it was difficult to 
establish Belcher's identity. 

Stewart said that identification 
was made from skin tissue on the 
body’s left index finger and palm. 
Another clue was the corpse was 
missing a right forefinger, as was 
Belcher, he said. 

"This is our case,” Stewart said. 
"Inkster now has a closed missing 
person case, and we've got an open 
murder investigation.” 

, According to a spokesman for the 
Inkster police, Belcher was last 
seen on July 2 when he left home to 


walk to a store. He was reported 
missing two days later by Regina 
Salters, with whom he shared living 
quarters. 

“We didn't have any reason to 
suspect that he was abducted, " the 
Inkster detective said. “Right now 
we have no motive for anyone to. 
harm him."

Mayor Pro Tern Milt Mack 
announced his resignation last 
week as a member of the Wayne 
City Council to assume a seat on the 
new Wayne County Board of Com- 
missioners.

Jan. 8, 1953 triggers a score of memories

Thirty years ago on the night of 
January 8. 1953 Belleville High 
School burned

This wintertime version of strawberry shortcake combines the classic 
good taste of shortcake with the pleasures of a warm dessert. Simply 
prepare a buttermilk baking mix and fill individual squares with an easy- 
to-make frozen strawberry sauce flavored with a hint of cinnamon. These 
“pocket" shortcakes are served just warm from the oven and topped with 
a dollop of whipping cream. 

Pocket Strawberry Shortcakes 

Filling: 

l'/ 2 tablespoons cornstarch 
V* teaspoon cinnamon 

1 package (10 ounces) frozen sliced strawberries in syrup, thawed 

2 teaspoons lemon juice 
Dough: 

2 cups buttermilk baking mix 

3 tablespoons sugar 
Vt cup milk 

Glaze: 

1 egg, beaten 
Sugar, as needed 

Sweetened whipped cream, as needed (optional) 

Dissolve cornstarch and cinnamon in a little of the berry juice, set aside. 
In saucepan bring strawberries in their syrup to boiling ; gradually stir in 
cornstarch mixture; cook and stir over medium heat until thickened and 
clear. Stir in lemon juice ; set aside to cool . In mixing bowl combine baking 
mix with sugar: stir in milk, mixing with a fork just until blended. Turn 
dough out onto floured surface and knead 8 to 10 times. Roll out to a 
10xl5-inch rectangle. Cut into six 5-inch squares. Place 2 to 3 tablespoon- 
fuls of cooled berry mixture in center of each square. Moisten edges of 
squares with water Bring edges of each square into center to enclose 
filling; pinch edges to seal. Lift onto greased baking sheet with pancake 
turner. Brush with beaten egg; sprinkle generously with sugar. Bake in 400 
degree oven 15 to 20 minutes, until golden. Serve warm with whipping 
cream. Makes 6 shortcakes.

The enemy in ’83 
is unemployment 

1982 was a year that many of us would probably like to forget. 

It was a year during which the economy captured the front 
page headlines almost daily in most of the major newspapers 
across the country, if not the world. 

With the nation mired in debt and borrowing hand and fist to 
meet its obligations, causing record-level interest rates that led 
to havoc in the financial centers of the world, stability is finally 
ahead, it appears. 

But the shaky economy produced unemployment in a year that 
was reminiscent of that black day in October of 1929 when the 
stock market came tumbling down and took with it the fortunes 
and lives of millions. 

In 1982. people in Western Wayne were in an ugly recall mood ; 
they rejected school millages. and looked to the Democratic 
Party to lead them out of the turmoil. They put a Democrat into 
the Governor’s Mansion in Lansing and elected a Democrat as 
the first county executive. 

Democrats swept the state, riding into power because the 
people in power failed ‘‘to get this state out of depression.” It 
may. not be fair to blame the GOP for Michigan’s problems, but 
when one is down and he looks to Lansing and to Washington for 
help and the response is ‘ prosperity is just around the corner”. 
— words offered by another Republican during the Great De- 
pression — then one can understand why local voters voted the 
way they did. 

The days and months of 1982 taught other lessons as well. 

No one is indispensable, we discovered. Elected officials were 
recalled in Van Buren and school officials in Wayne-Westland 
were also ousted. Rightly or wrongly, the voices of the people 
were heard, and the system still survives. 

The voters also sent a message to the local schools. They were 
willing, to a point, to renew tax levies, but they were emphatic 
when the boards asked for millage increases. With the exception 
of Riverview, no local or area school district received additional 
monies. 

And, legislators in Lansing will have to grapple with the fiscal 
realities of life — that increasing taxes to pay for past debts is a 
poor solution to a problem that needs to be confronted im- 
mediately. How can a person standing in an unemployment line 
be asked to fork over some of the money he needs to feed his 
children and give it back to the state in the form of a tax? 

It doesn’t make sense. 

Like many other things in 1982. 

Like President Reagan asking for 33 percent of the national 
budget for defense. . .Yes . we believe that this country must stand 
strong in the face of our enemies. But is the enemy Russia at the 
present or is it unemployment? 

Why were Hitler’s armies so successful in the early campaign 
against the Soviet Union? Because the Soviets saw the German 
armies as their saviours. People who don’t have food are ripe for 
revolution and riots and those who forget the past are doomed to 
reliver it. as the adage goes. 

The enemy in 1983, as it was in 1982, is unemployment. 

Let us fight it as we fought the dictators of the past. We defe- 
ated them. We can lick this problem, too, before it destroys 
many more of our citizens. 

We’re wondering... 

We realize this may be a silly question, but it s been plaguing us ever 
since the controversy erupted about awarding Wayne s last liquor 
license to the Chuck Muer franchise. 

We can understand why members of the city council would take this 
step: it was an open invitation to lure a well-known restraurateur into 
this city. He is surely welcomed. 

Wayne needs all the new business and industry that will relocate here 
and it’s too bad there aren’t 50 more licenses to award to first class 
restaurants, as we know the one Muer will build here will be 
Downtown Wayne has a lot going for it and we see an exciting future 
for our residents. It’s too bad that the past mistakes, like clearing all 
those homes on Michigan Ave during the Urban Renewal debacle, 
occurred 

But we can’t correct the past We hopefully can learn for it 
Now. for our question What would happen if laundromat franchises 
were as rare and difficult to obtain as. say. liquor licenses ? Would the 
council also award the last laundromat license’ to an outsider or to a 
man who has for the past 25 years paid taxes and helped foot the bills this 
city has incurred over the years 9 
Please, city council, would someone give us an answer 0

Like a 
few years ago when it was obvious 
that something had to be done for the 
unemployed and the needy families 
of the area, the brown-eyed, soft-' 
spoken Osterhout helped organize 
“Operation Joy”. 

The program brought together 
several Inkster churches and com-f 
munity leaders in an effort to raise 
food and money for the less for-‘ 
tunate. 

And people will always find the 
doors at the Christ United Methodist 
Church in Inkster opened, especially 
to those seeking help. 

You see, the Rev. Donna Osterhout* 
is a person who believes that ‘‘by 
helping others one does God’s work 
on earth”.

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Jobless benefit 
story was 'pure 
propaganda’ 

EDITOR — In a state that is 
atempting to mobilize its limited 
resources to prevent people from 
starving this winter, and in a 
community that has one of the 
highest unemployment rates in 
the country, our newspaper, the 
Associated Newspapers, chooses 
to print an article by the presi- 
dent of the US. Chamber of Com- 
merce which states that "high 
unemployment and welfare be- 
nefits make joblessness an in- 
creasingly attractive alternative 
today for many Americans”. 

The article then goes on to imp- 
ly that one can get rich by receiv- 
ing both welfare benefits and un- 
employment compensation. 
Since Chamber President 
Lesher chose, as his only source 
of information, the Florida Farm 
Bureau Federation . he apparent- 
ly isn’t aware that in most states, 
including Michigan, unemploy- 
ment compensation recipients 
aren’t eligible for welfare be- 
nefits; thus making it highly un- 
likely that anyone in our state 
would receive anywhere near the 
$1,143. quoted in the article. 

I’m not sure whether the news- 
paper is attemping to add guilt to 


the miseries of the unemployed, 
or if this is just a case of editorial 
laziness. 

I do know that it is easier and 
cheaper to print "canned" prop- 
aganda than it is to find out 
what's really happening to the 
people you profess to serve. 

Wouldn't we be better served 
by articles on ways in which the 
unemployed can find food, clo- 
thing and shelter? Or by direct- 
ing the more fortunate toward 
ways to help by providing neces- 
sary items or money? 

You could also provide a valu- 
able service by encouraging gov- 
ernment agencies to distribute 
necessities to this area. Many 
out-county areas were missed 
during the recent food distribu- 
tion because they didn’t have ac- 
cess to the Detroit media. 

Your newspapers cover an 
area with a population of over 
150,000 people. One out of every 
five families in that area is out of 
work. At the very least, a little 
sensitivity to their problems 
might be in order.

From thoughts to words to paper 


I have a sister-in-law who re- 
gales us with the most wonder- 
ful, Tunny stories. They have be- 
ginnings, middles and endings. 
The beginnings make us want to 
beg for more. The middles carry 
the story along perfectly The en- 
dings never fail to satisfy. ..yet 
when I suggest to her that she 
should be writing those stories 
down, she howls in fright. “Are 
you kidding?” she says, “I could 
never write anything.” 

I have a friend who has lived a 
long and exciting life. She has 
done more in her lifetime than 
most people could do in ten. She 
has a marvelous gift for words, 
but the most she has done with 
them is to write a couple of short , 
clever poems “I have so much 
inside of me,” she says, “So 
many feelings. I wish I could 
write...” 

People say it all the time. “I 
wish I could write...” When they 
say it to me. I’m not very sym- 
pathetic, I'm afraid 

It isn’t that I don’t care — its 
that I don’t understand 

My feeling about writing is 
that if a person has learned how 
to put together full sentences on 
pajier, a person has learned to 
write 


Usually, a person has mas- 
tered full sentences on paper by 
about the third grade. 

I know, of course, what those 
people are really saying. They 
are saying they wish they had the 
courage to write what they feel. 

There is a real fear of putting 
thoughts down on paper. Writers 
who have been writing forever 
still feel that fear. There’s a dif- 
ference, though, between the 
writer who has to use words to 
earn his keep and the writer who 
wants to use words to clarify 
thoughts and feelings. 

The professional writer has to 
worry constantly about whether 
he or she is good enough 
Whether anyone really cares ab- 
out what he or she writes, and 
whether, if he or she is good, the 
skill can be sustained 

None of those pressures are on 
the writer who writes for his or 
her own pleasure or satisfaction, 
but the fear is every bit as acute. 

Inexperienced writers all 
seem to have one thing in com- 
mon: they all think that, once 
their words appear in writing, 
they are etched in stone. Once a 
thought is down, that’s it It’s 
there forever, for better or for 
worse 


My own writing eased up con- 
siderably when I learned the 
magic word: Rewrite.

CHEESE 
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Yes, icefishing can be fun

If you walk through the sporting 
goods section of any department 
store, you’ll find the shelves piled 
high with icefishing tackle. 

A casual observer would have a 
difficult time understanding why 
anyone in his right mind would sub- 
ject his body to such an insane pas- 
time as fishing on a body of water 
that has frozen solid. 

Not only does an icefisherman 
have to contend with the elements, 
but his mobility is severely im- 
paired both by heavy clothing and 
by the fact that every time he wants 
to move to a different spot , he has to 
cut. chop, drill or spud another hole 
through ice that sometimes can be 
four or five feet thick. 

He sits on a stool or an overturned 
bucket for hours on end in sleet, 
blustery winds and snowstorms, 
falls on his can every third or fourth 
step and — if lie's really lucky — 
he'll havea few dinky perch to show 
for his efforts. 

An icefisherman would be hard 
pressed to come up with an explana- 
tion on why he finds it so enjoyable. 

Perhaps these tips, prepared by 
the Michigan Department of Natu- 
ral Resources, will help make your 
ice fishing trips even more enjoy- 
able. 

TECHNIQUES — There are three 
basic ways to go about icefishing: 
with handlines, tips-ups, or spears. 


The first two are the most popular, 
probably because they are the sim- 
plest and can be used for taking just 
about every kind of legal fish that 
swims in Michigan waters. 

Spear fishing is a more special- 
ized sport which puts a premium on 
patience and accuracy. 

HOOK AND LINE — In getting 
geared up, you’ll want a short 
fishing rod two to three feet in 
length A limber rod is usually pre- 
ferred for catching panfish and 
trout, and a stiff rod, which aids in 
setting the hook, for pike, walleyes 
and muskies. 

If you’re after big fish, a free- 
running reel, instead of the usual 
line-winding cleat, is a must. It will 
allow you to ‘play” your fish. And 
when used without a bobber, this 
reel will let you change your fishing 
depth easily. 

Fishing line should be transpa- 
rent monofilament. Not over four- 
pound test is recommended for pan- 
fish and brown and rainbow trout. 
Anglers who fish for pike and mus- 
kies use line as heavy as eight- to 
12-pound test. 

Neglecting to use light line is 
probably the most frequent mistake 
of unsuccessful fishermen. Occa- 
sionally, fish will break light line, 
but with some finesse, you can land 
most fish and are certain to have 
more bites. 

When it comes to the bobber, the 
smaller the better . as long as it s big 
enough to stay afloat. The boat 


buoyance and lure weight should be 
balanced so the slightest nibble will 
sink the bobber and offer minimum 
resistance to the fish If the float is 
too big. fish often spit out the bait. 

TIP-UPS — Tip-ups equipped 
with reels and flags are used mostly 
for larger fish. They are cheap to 
buy and easy to make. 

There is no big trick to operating 
tip-ups: They are merely baited 
and set out. When a fish bites, the 
flag flies up and the fun begins. The 
rest is up to the fisherman and he 
goes to it by giving his line a solid 
jerk , setting the hook . Next , he pulls 
the line in rapidly, hand over hand. 
When the fish is near the hole, it’s 
time to play it careful. 

In their haste, anglers more fre- 
quently lose their catches at this 
point by trying to get the fish on the 
ice before it is ready. Be prepared 
to let the line slip through your fin- 
gers — but always with some ten- 
sion 

Tip-ups are especially nice to 
have in colder weather when it's 
hard to stand guard over fishing 
holes for a long period of time. Once 
the tip-ups are set out. the fisher- 
man can retire to a warm shanty 
and wait for the action to pop. 

Or. tip-ups give an angler a 
chance to try their luck at handline 
fishing at the same time. But 
remember — Michigan fishing laws 
permit an angler to use only two 
poles at the same time. This means
